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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed 1 1/15/04 has been entered; no new claims have been introduced. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yamada et 
al. ("Yamada") JP 1 1-54759 in view of Kunitomo et al. ("Kunitomo") JP 5-343681. 

Yamada discloses in figs. 1-8 an insulated gate type semiconductor device comprised 
of a semiconductor layer 3 serving as an active region isolated from a semiconductor substrate 1 
by a substrate isolation insulating film 2, wherein a thickness of a first insulating film 4 5 formed 
as a buried insulating film (as in claim 3) provided on a surface of a first conductivity type 
semiconductor region positioned at an interface between that first conductivity type body contact 
region 8 for draining carriers stored at a channel region under a gate, and a second conductivity 
type source 6 and drain 6 regions is made greater than the thickness of a second insulating film 4, 
acting as a gate insulating film, with a uniform thickness directly under a gate electrode 5, said 
gate electrode being provided on the region except for said body contact region, but lacks 
anticipation of an insulating film abutting against one end of a gate electrode and extending in a 
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direction perpendicular to said gate electrode along an interface between a first conductivity type 
body contact region and a second conductivity type source and drain regions. 

Kunitomo discloses in figs. 1 and 2 an insulated gate type semiconductor device 
comprised of a semiconductor layer serving as an active region isolated from a semiconductor 
substrate by a substrate isolation insulating film 30 and an insulating film (thick oxide portion 
formed of region 12 and a portion of region 30) abutting against one end of a gate electrode and 
extending in a direction perpendicular to said gate electrode along an interface between a first 
conductivity type body contact region and a second conductivity type source and drain regions. 

Since Yamada and Kunitomo are both from the same field of endeavor, insulated gate 
type semiconductor device, Kunitomo 's teachings would have been recognized in the pertinent 
art of Yamada. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate Kunitomo 5 s teachings since that would provide an excellent 
switching characteristics as taught by Kunitomo. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1, 5 and 9 are allowed.
